The information is broken down by lines (in numteeical 
but necessarily Incomplete order) and within those lines again by sectors (numbered 
consecutively regardless of lines), or fy kilometer points within sectors.

Sector (at operational office or between operational 
offices); 3. Location; R. Irregularities and speed limit; 5. Time of day or 
type of trains concerned; 6. Valid from ....(date); 7. until ... (date); : 8» Loss 
of time to be expected; 9. Reason and piscellaneous remarks. 
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The information covers such items as stops for train control; reduced speed il 
at temporary bridges, at curves, or at track sections under repair; poor track *1 
condition; danger of firs through sparks from the locomotive. For many bridges . |
